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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on August 13, 2003, the examiner has 
carefully considered the amendments. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on August 13, 2003 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of any patent granted on application number 09/569, 283 has been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

El ec t ion/Res trie tions 

3. Claims 1-21 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1184 0. G. 86), claims 
22-24, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now 
subject to being rejoined. Claims 1-24 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1. 104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1. 142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in Paper No. 4 is hereby 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



4. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner 7 s statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention relates to a radiation curable compositions comprising an alkenyl 
ether-functional polyisobutylene comprising at least 50 mol% of non-terminal 
isobutylene repeating units and at least one vinyl organosiloxane group having the 
formula in claims 1, 19, and 22, a cationic photoinitiator and a miscible reactive 
diluent selected from the groups listed in claims 1, 19, and 22; and, additionally 
methods of making said compositions and articles comprising the same. 

The present claims are allowable over the prior art. In the examiner' s 
opinion, the instantly claimed composition, methods of making said composition and 
methods of making articles comprising said composition is distinguished over the 
prior art. Although the prior art teaches polyisobutylene with hydrolysable silane 
groups, which can be further be functionalized with alkenyl ether groups, it is not 
suggested to convert said hydrolysable silane groups to radiation curable groups. 
The prior art additionally teaches radiation curable alkenyl ether functional groups, 
however these are polyorganosiloxane polymers verses polyisobutylene polymers.
